Publishers Apologise. - 

In the recent action brought by 
the British North Borneo (Char- 
tered) Company against Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, cn July 28th in 
the High Court of Justice, King’s 
Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Avory, The Right Hon. Sir 
John Simon, K.C., and Sir Hagh 
Fraser {instructed by Messrs. 
Stephenson, Harweed and Tat- 
ham) appeared on behalf of the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. F. M. Russell Davis (Gn- 
structed by Messrs. Ranger, 
Burton and Frost) app2ared on 
beltalf of the defendants. 

Sir Jonn Simon said: My Lord, 
this is a matter which was pur 


travela in the Far East—nct at 
all limited to Borneo—bat travels 
in Siam, in Cambodis, in Java, and 
in varions East Indian Islands. In 
the course of the boak, in two 
chapters of it, he happens to 
make same refarence to bis alleged 
experiences in Bornec, and he 
there, amongst other things, has 
written some matter—I need not 
delay to read it--but it has been 
summarised by my friend Sir 
Hugh Fraser in his innuendo, and, 
as it. seems to me, very justly sum- 
marised, and in very moderate

there for the parpxse of earning 
dividends for the shareholders.” 


Grossly Defamatory. 

In point of fact the British 
North Borneo Company is primari- 
ly a@ esmpany for administrative 
purposes, and not for the purpose 
of profit; at any rate there is, 
and can be. no sort of justificaticn 
for these passages, and the Gov- 
ernors of the Chartered Company, 
which include gentlemen like Sir 
West Ridgeway, Sir Mentav 
Ommanney and Sir John Hewett, 
felt that they were bound to take 
this course and bring this matter 
into Court in order that it should 
be publicly known that reflections 
of this sort would certainly be at 
once challenged, and in order that 
it might be appreciated that anr 
who had read this bok (we can- 
not recall that) should reatise that 
the statements in it are quite un- 
founded and grossly defamatory, 
and that very severe notice would 
be taken of them if, they. were 
repeated. ‘ 

That being 30, my friend Mr. 
Russell Davis tells me that he is 
instructed to state in Court, ia 
™most ample and unqualified terms, 
the attitude which Messrs. Scrib- 
ners take up. We = quite 
accept their assurance that the 
book being a book of general 
travel, they did not realise that it 
contained ‘these grossly defama- 
:ory passages about the plaintiffs: 


perfectly satisfied that tha xtate- 

ments are defamatory and such as, 
conld not possibly by any means 

be justified: not only do they say - 
that; bat they have also “agreed 

with plaintiffs to assist them In 

making such publication of this 

apology as may be deemed reason- 

able and necessary by the parties 

in ordee to protect the plaintiffs 

in every possible way. ” 

My Lord, under these oireum- 
stances Lam instracted to offer 20 
objection whatever to the per- 
petual injunction. Iam not quite 
certain how far the injunction of 
this Court could run in America; 
but whether it does, or whether it 
does not, I offer na objection to 
it, and T do give, in addition to 
that, for what it is werth, the 
undertaking both of the American 
Company ‘and here, that the spirit 
of the injunction will be obeyed 
whether it , actually runs in 
America or not. Anyhow, I offer 
no objection and I give the under- 
taking in addition to that. 

Mr, Justice Avory: Do ycu 
require any order from me? 

Sir John Simon: What I should 
ask for is this: that your Lordship 
‘Should make the Orders —Injur 
tion te restrain the defendants, 
their servants and agents, or eny 
of them, from publishing the sald 
ibels, or any other similar libels, 
en the plaintads. . 

Mr. Justice Avory: Yes. 

Sir John Simcn: Then if ! may 
have that, my Lord, subject to that 
the matter can be withdrawn be- 
cause we have arranged the whole 
matter for ourselves. 


Mr. Justice Avory: Very well.

British legislation is sucb that 
they may reduce the number at 
any time, and are not subject to 
the panalties for failure to carry 
the full quote, as happens in the 
case of American sbips by virtne 
of the penalty clause. 

With further tef rence to the 
unticensed p-rsarnnel of American 
ships, in addiuon to the autbority 
eposed in the Iecal inspectorsr 
which is contained in ‘Section 
4,463, section 2 of the Seamen's 
Act, provides that the sailors 
while at sea sball be divided into 
at least two watches, and the fire- 
men, oilers, and watertenders into 
&t least three watches. The sea- 
men may not be shipped for duty 
alternataly in the fire-room and 
on deck, and the firemen may not 
be shipped to perform duty in the 
fire-room and on deck; while fo 
the American ship, ou Sundsye; 
and holidays the crow shall not 
be permitted to” perform unneces- 
sery duties, nor’ shall they be 
required to do duty op any woek- 
day of more than nine bours 
while the vonsel is ina safe
